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The  U.S.  resumed  air  raids  over  North  Vietnam  last  weekend.  North  Vietnam  accused  the  U.S.  of  “grave  provocation.’ 


Prisoners  gone  — 
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came  from  North  Vietnamese  surface-to-air 
missiles  which  detonated  at  low  altitude. 

The  raid  of  the  POW  camp  occurred 
about  2 p.m.  EST  Friday— about  2 a.m. 
Hanoi  time. 

The  rescue  team,  said  Laird,  broke  into 
the  compound  and  thoroughly  searched  it, 
but  found  that  the  POWs  had  been 
“recently  vacated.” 

“I  HAD  prepared  with  approval  of 
President  Nixon  a search  and  rescue 
mission,”  said  Laird," ...  after  some  of 
our  men  were  reported  to  be  dying  in 
North  Vietnam.” 

He  said  the  team  was  composed  entirely 
of  volunteers  from  the  Army  and  Air  Force 
and  had  undergone  intensive  training 
before  leaving  on  what  he  called  the 
“hazardous”  mission  near  the  North 
Vietnam  capital. 

Laird  called  the  rescue  attempt  “the  only 
operation  that  took  place  north  of  the 
19th  Parallel  this  past  weekend.” 

The  North  Vietnamese  have  charged  that 
U.S.  planes  bombed  near  Hanoi  and 
Haiphong,  cities  that  are  more  than  100 


miles  north  of  the  I9th  Parallel.  The 
United  States  said  that  it  conducted  only 
retaliatory  raids  against  North  Vietnamese 
sam  missile  and  antiaircraft  sites  below  the 
19th  Parallel. 

Laird  told  reporters  that  Navy  flyers  did 
provide  diversionary  tactics  during  the 
rescue  attempt.  “Flares  were  fired  over  the 
coast  to  divert  attention  from  the  SAR 
(Search  and  Rescue)  mission,”  Laird  said. 

Laird  said  the  North  Vietnamese  air 
defense  was  caught  completely  unaware. 
He  said  “they  expended  over  30  sam 
missiles  at  very  low  altitudes.” 

Asked  if  this  were  the  first  time 
American  forces  had  entered  North 
Vietnam,  Laird  said,  “This  has  happened  in 
the  past.”  He  said  it  had  been  a “quite 
regular”  occurrence.  ‘This  is  not  the  first 
time.” 

He  explained  the  United  States  had 
conducted  more  than  30  search  and  rescue 
(SAR)  missions  this  year  to  pick  up 
downed  pilots,  but  that  the  one  Friday  was 
the  first  against  a POW  camp. 

However,  he  added,  “We  were  reasonably 


confident  we  could  land  this  force  at  this 
location.” 

LAIRD  SAID  there  “has  been  no 
indication  by  the  other  side  that  they 
would  abide  by  the  Geneva  Convention 
“requiring  humane  treatment  for  POWs 
and  that  he  felt  obligated  as  Defense 
Secretary  to  demonstrate  our  concern  for 
these  men.” 

He  was  determined,  Laird  said,  “to  show 
our  dedication  to  these  men ...  to  do 
everything  in  our  power  to  secure  their 
release.” 

War  critics  in  Congress,  already 
questioning  the  renewed  bombing, 
expressed  more  shock  at  the  rescue 
attempt. 

Sen.  J.  William  Fulbright,  D-Ark., 
chairman  of  the  Foreign  Relations 
Committee  warned  that  the  maneuver  “has 
the  implications  of  a much  wider  war.” 

“It  is  certainly  a very  provocative  act  to 
mount  a physi(^  invasion  ...  it  may  lead 
to  other  things,  who  knows?”  Fulbri^t 
said. 


Wkekend  raids  destroy 
waiting  Red  supply  dump

SAIGON  (UPI)— An  informed  American 
source  said  today  the  weekend  airraids  on 
^orth  Vietn  am  destroyed  a vast 
Communist  supply  dump  sitting  out  in  the 
open  waiting  for  the  supplies  to  be  sent 
f south  through  Cambodia  and  Laos. 

‘They  clobbered  the  supply  dump  just 
north  of  Mu  Gia  Pass,”  the  source  said.  “It 
was  all  up  on  pallets,  ready  for  movement, 
and  all  out  in  the  open.” 

The  North  Vietnamese  had  been  building 
up  large  quantities  just  north  of  the  pass, 
60  miles  above  the  demilitarized  zone 
(DMZ)  for  five  months,  waiting  for  the 
monsoon  rains  to  end  and  make  the  Ho  Chi 
Minh  trail  available  again. 

In  addition  to  the  monsoon  rains,  a 
47-day  sustained  air  assault  by  B52 
bombers  also  blocked  most  of  the  supplies 
from  being  moved  through  the  pass  onto 
the  trail.  Some  of  the  B52s  bombed 
mountainsides  above  the  pass,  causing 
landslides  which  blocked  the  road,  military 
sources  said. 

The  military  sources  said  the  bombing 
missions  were  “highly  successful”  and  that 


waves  of  Air  Force  and  Navy  jets 
devastated  supply  and  transportation 
facilities  and  missile  and  antiaircraft 
positions  in  North  Vietnam. 

The  U.S.  command  in  Saigon  maintained 
its  silence  about  the  raids,  again  refusing  to 
say  when  the  raids  began  or  anything  not 
contained  in  two  statements  issued  in 
Washington  by  Defense  Secretary  Melvin 
Laird.  He  said  they  were  “protective 
reaction  missions”  in  retaliation  for  the 
shooting  down  of  an  unarmed  American 
recormaissance  plane. 

Some  American  diplomats  and  military 
officials  were  critical  of  the  handling  of  the 
bombing  attacks.  They  said  the  secrecy 
imposed  in  Washington  gave  North 
Vietnam  a propaganda  victory  since  the 
Communists  presented  their  side  of  the 
case  to  the  world  before  the  Americans 
did. 

They  said  as  result  of  the  Hanoi 
broadcasts  much  of  the  world  will  remain 
convinced  that  the  raids  did  bomb  north  of 
the  19th  Parallel  and  that  they  hit  an 
American  prisoner  of  war  camp.

This  morning  has  been  a hassle 
and  I’m  still  wondering  why.  1 
refer  to  the  Junior  English 
Proficiency  Exam  at  9:30 
Saturday  in  the  Joseph  Smith 
Auditorium,  and  the  problem 
which  arose  for  about  200 
students  who  were  refused  entry 
after  a 45-minute  wait  in  line. 

I want  to  make  it  plain  that  I’m 
not  taking  anyone  to  task  who 
was  present  in  administrative 
capacity  for  I think  that  they  kept 
their  cool  in  what  could  have  been 
a worse  situation. 

The  students  deserve  credit  for 
trying  to  calmly  figure  out 
constructive,  alternatives,  although 
some  need  to  seriously  review 
their  manners.  As  one  student 
remarked  to  his  buddy,  elsewhere 
this  could  have  deteriorated  into  a 
riot. 

The  point  of  concern  to  me  is 
the  planning  stages  of  the  exam. 
Granted,  far  too  many  students 
offer  the  complaint  that  they 
didn’t  know  about  it  being  held  in 
October;  the  correction  to  that 
problem  is  good  advanced 


planning  from  the  day  of  entrance 
to  the  University  until  graduation 
day;  we  are  at  a university,  not  a 
grade  school.  However,  reality 
indicates  that  there  are  some  who 
need  to  be  reached  by  advertising 
means  and  it  doesn’t  hurt  to 
remind  the  rest.  The  person  in 
charge  this  morning  indicated  that 
information  had  been  given  to  the 
heads  of  each  department  but  I 
personally  don’t  remember 
receiving  any  information  from 
this  source.  I LOOKED  for  the 
Universe  advertisement  BUT  I 
wonder  how  many  even  read  the 
paper,  especially  the  ads  and 
notices.  All  I’m  saying  here  is  that 
the  means  of  reminding  students 
of  the  exam  ought  to  be  reviewed 
with  their  various  idiosyncrasies  in 
mind. 

One  student  inquired  about  the 
possibility  of  eliminating  the 
every-other-seat  policy  indicating 
that  cheating  would  be  almost 
non-existent  because  of  the  very 
nature  of^he  exam.  One  of  the 
fellows  in  charge  agreed  and  noted 
that  the  problem  exists  because  of 
briefcases,  umbrellas  and  coats. 
Did  anyone  ever  hear  of  leaving  all 
paraphenalia  in  locked  cars  or  at 
home  or  in  the  hall  of  the  exam 
area  where  coatracks  might  be 
provided?  Maybe  there  would  be 
room  on  the  stage.  Obviously  I 
don’t  have  all  the  answers  but 
then  I’m  not  in  a position  to  have 
access  to  thefft.  Therefore  this 
letter  is  to  those  who  are  in  such  a 
position. 


There  are  other  possibilities 
which  may  be  better.  Consider  the 
following : Advance  registration  at 
the  English  Dept.  For  the  first 
exam  of  the  semester,  this  could 
be  done  at  registration  or  shortly 
thereafter  at  the  department 
itself.  For  the  second  one,  this 
could  be  done  one  month  before 
and  in  each  case  the  requirement 
would  be  for  the  student  to  verify 
the  registration,  in  person,  one 
week  before  the  exam  in  order  to 
avoid  dropouts. 

The  last  suggestion  stems  from 
information  that  this  exam  was  at 
one  time  controlled  at  registration 
and  this  seems  the  most  sensible 
at  first  glance.  Advisors  could  be 
used  and/or  a special  table  set  up 
to  ensure  that  all  Juniors  would 
register  for  the  exam  that 
semester.  This  would  certainly 
save  the  English  Dept, 
administrative  headaches  and 
prevent  Saturday’s  situation  from 
recurring  . . . the  third  time  in 
four  years  according  to  the  person 
in  charge. 

I trust  that  these  suggestions 
will  be  taken  in  the  constructive 
spirit  in  which  I have  tried  to 
outline  them.  This  exam  is  far  too 
important  to  graduation 
requirements  not  to  consider 
these  items  seriously.

There  is  here  an  almost  perverse 
preoccupation  with  numbers.  But 
the  grim  fact  is  that  for  the  dead, 
however  many  there  are,  it  is  too 
late.  It  also  may  be  too  late  for 
thousands  of  those  who  survived. 

Relief  supplies  pile  up  in 
warehouses.  Old  national  disputes 
get  in  the  way  of  the  larger 
question  of  saving  lives  of  victims.

On  the 
following  day  a “special  bulletin” 
announced  that  a cyclone  was 
moving  north. 

Parents  lashed  children  to 
coconut  trees.  People  clung  to  the 
tails  of  cattle  in  the  raging  waters. 
Some  simply  died  as  they  huddled 
in  huts  that  disintegrated  in  the 
flash  of  a second. 

And  when  the  waters  began 
receding  in  the  dawn  of  Nov.  13 
the  paddy  lands  revealed  a scene 
of  incredible  death  and 
devastation.  Bodies  and  cattle 
carcases  lay  everywhere. 

And,  what  in  retrospect  seems 
unbelievably  shocking,  is  that  for 
the  next  several  days  no  one 
anywhere  seemed  to  care. 

The  highest-ranking  government 
officials,  including  President 
Yahya  Khan,  did  not  fly  over  the 
area  until  three  days  after  the 
disaster.

Steve  Prefontaine,  the 
phenomenal  University  of  Oregon 
sophomore,  was  the  individual 
winner  of  a rough  and  highly 
competitive  NCAA  cross-country 
race  yesterday  in  Williamsburg, 
Va. 

Prefontaine  covered  the  rugged, 
muddy  6.0  mile  course  in  an 
exceptionally  fast  28:00.2. 

Running  in  what  was 
undoubtedly  the  greatest  NCAA 
cross-country  race  ever,  the  BYU 
Cougars  did  a commendable  job. 

“Four  of  our  men  ran  probably 
the  fastest  times  of  their  lives,” 
said  Coach  Sherald  James. 

Freshman  Richard  Reid  was  the 
first  BYU  runner  across  the  finish 
line  in  48th  place.  Trying  to  hang 
with  the  fast  pace,  Richard 
covered  the  first  three  miles  in  a 
hyper-fast  14:20  and  went  on  to 
finish  with  a fine  29:36  clocking. 

Reid  was  followed  by  another 
freshman,  Don  Olsen  who  was 
69th,  Sam  Francis  in  83rd  and 
David  Hindley  who  finished 
I03rd.  Hindley,  who  had  hoped 
to  make  it  in  the  first  ten 
finishers,  has  been  ill  since  Friday 
and  was  not  up  to  par  in  the  race. 

[)espite  running  a good  time, 
Sam  Francis  was  also  dissapointed 
with  his  place.  The  tall  Cougar 
harrier  had  hoped  to  earn 
All-American  honors  by  placing  in 
the  top  fifteen. 

“I  was  right  up  there  for  most 
of  the  race,”  said  Francis,  “but  I 
got  the  wobbles  and  died  in  the 
last  mile  and  all  kinds  of  guys 
passed  me.  If  the  race  would  have 
been  five  miles,”  continued 
Francis,  “I  would  probably  have 
made  All-American.” 

Francis  captured  some  of  the 


real  flavor  of  the  race  as  he  went 
on  to  describe  what  it  was  like  to 
race  in  a field  of  332  of  the 
nations  top  distance  runners. 

“You  wouldn’t  believe  it”,  said 
Francis.  “In  the  first  two  miles  we 
all  had  to  run  on  a narrow, 
muddy,  dirt  road.  It  was  really 
hairy.  There  was  a lot  of  pushing 
and  shoving  and  dodging  and  guys 
falling  down.  I was  careful  and

was  lucky  enough  to  stay  on  my 
feet.” 

The  top  WAC  finishers  in  the 
race  were  UTEP’s  John  Bednarski, 
who  was  fifth,  teammate  Kerry 
Pearce  who  finished  ninth  and 
Utah’s  diminutive  Scott 
Bringhurst  who  ran  a fast  28:40 
time  for  tenth. 

At  press  time  the  official  team 
results  had  not  been  completely 
tabulated,  but  it  appears  that 
either  Oregon  or  Villanova  will  be 
first  with  WAC  champions,  UTEP 
in  third.

THOSE  TWO  NEVER 
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John  Hal  Johnson 

Professor  John  Hal  Johnson  arrived  at  BYU  from  the  University  of 
Florida  two  years  ago  and  now  serves  as  chairman  of  BYU’s  Food 
Science  and  Nutrition  Department. 

“In  our  work  we  are  very  interested  in  food  mass  production  in  an 
effort  to  help  solve  problems  of  world  food  shortage,’^  said  Johnson. 
“Because  The  Church  is  becoming  more  and  more  international  we 
should  study  the  food  and  nutrition  conditions  of  other  countries.”  His 
department  endeavors  to  give  the  students  a good  background  in  the 
physical  sciences  before  they  specialize  in  the  study  of  the  components 
of  foods.  “Most  of  our  majors  enter  the  diabetics  field  and  work  in 
hospitals,”  states  Johnson. 

“We  are  interested  in  creating  foods  of  higher  nutritional  quality  to 
help  with  world  nutritional  problems.  This  study  is  not  too  popular  in 
America  because  we  have  too  much  food,”  says  Johnson. 

Professor  Johnson  has  developed  a tasty  nutritional  vegetable  recipe 
to  serve  as  a substitute  for  candy.  This  is  a type  of  squash  he  calls  ‘dried 
pumpkin  pie.’ 

He  has  four  children  and  lives  on  a farm  where  he  and  nine  other 
children  were  raised.  He  has  served  as  a bishop  in  Gainsville,  Utah,  and 
is  presently  teaching  a Sunday  School  class  for  early  teens.
